TcomPany NY GETS AN INJUNCTION. 


Milwaukee Street Secures 

Dourt Order to Prevent the 

«Bringing of Suits. 

Milwaukee, Wis., 1. [ Special. 
Muwaukee Electric Railway and Light com- 
pany has secured an injunction from Caurt 
Commissioner John F. Harper réstraining 
certain citizens ef Wauwatosa from institut- 
ing civil or criminal suits against the com- 
pany or its employés because of the trouble. 
over charging a‘ double fare in the Town of 
Wauwatosa. 

The company has a franchise to run cars 
through Wauwatoga and to charge a flve- 
cent fare from the city limits of Milwaukee’ 
to any point in the town. About midway in 
the town there is a road known as the Haw- 
lex road. A short time ago the company 
started to charge two fares, one as far as 
the Hawley road and another fare beyond. 
Several of the citizens of Wauwatosa re- 
fused to pay the extra fare and were ejected 
from the cars. 

Some of them prought civil and criminal 
suits t the company and its employés 
because of the ejectments. The suits were 
——— in justice courts and in the Superior 

The company has secured an injunc- 
tion twelve ot 
| sehs from bringing any new: or p 
cuting the suits which have been started 
against the company and its employés, and 
from refusing to pay two fares in the Town 
‘of Wauwatosa; or resisting any of the em- 
ployés of the company in case they attempt 
to eject them from the cars because of a re- 
tusal to pay two fares. 

As the attorneys for the company y originally 
prepared the injunction it was a blanket 
affair which restrained all persons from 
refusing to pay the two fares, or from insti- 
tuting any sults (om@ecount of such a re- 
-fusel.” Thies latter portion was, however, 
stricken out by the Court Commissioner. 

The injunction d remarkable in that it 
restrains the people from appealing to the

WATER ALL BUT) nN CANAL 


TO THE CHICAGO SLUICE GATES. 


Bis Dredge Ordered Into Action When 
It Seemed Sere the State. Permit 
Be Issued—Should the Weod- 


| en Partition Give Way the River 


‘Would Pour Into the Channel—In- 
spection Made, but Again a Delay 


At 10 o’clock last evening a big steam 
dredge began clawing into the narrow dam 
of earth which held back the water in Mud 
Lake from flowing into the main channel of 
the drainage canal. 

At 3 o’clock this morning an opening, 
“two buckets wide,“ to use the term of the 
dredge men, had been cut in this dam and 
the waters of the Chicago River had been 
turned into the boom in the canal be- 
low. At the end of this boom a couple 
of sluice gates held it from flowing further, 
but were these gates to be raised or were 
they to be found too weak to stand the 
pressure and break, the connection between 
the river and the canal would have been 
made. The water Would be in the big ditch 
for good. 

‘As. one of the trustees put it 
last evening, it the water ever gets in we 
could not bail it out, but I do not think those 
gates will break, and we certainly will not 
open them until we get a permit from the 
Governor.” So as the case stands now the 
water is not in the canal, but it can be let 
in on two minutes’ notice. 


1e Felt Sure of a Permit. 
Drainage Trustees Braden and Smyth and 
Chief Engineer Randolph accompanied 
Commissioner Schock of the State Inspection 
commission on a tour of investigation of the 
canal yesterday. morning. They started 
from Joliet and arrived in Chicago a ttle 
er nvon. Commissioner Taylor was al- 
ready here, and after Commissioner Schock 
had reported to him the two were in a most 
‘friendly mood and the drainage trustees felt 
sure the permit to open the canal would be 
forthcoming before the day was over. 80 
Engineer Randolph instructed the Green 
brothers to have their. biggest dredge. at 
‘the point just west of the Kedzie avenue 
bridge where the connection was to be 
‘made and begin the work of taking out the 
obstructing earth the moment the word was 

given. 
However, Colonel John Lambert, the third 
member of the commission, was in Spring- 
field in consultation with the Governor, and 
at 5 o’clock the drainage trustees and the 
two commissioners took the train to JoMet 
to meet Colonel Lambert, who by that time 
was due to have returned home The news 
the Colonel told them the attitude of 
the other two commissioners, and they then 
decided that they could not recommend the 
issuance of the necessary permit to turn 
the water into the canal ‘up > 9 the work, Was 
turther completed.

Easy Job to Accomplish. 

But in the meantime the dredge had been 
put in the position ordered and was ready 

for work as early as 5 o'clock in the even- 
ing. The point where it is desired to make 
the connection is just west of the Kedzie 
avenue bridge. Here the drainage canal is 
‘about 8,000 feet to the south of Mud Lake, 
as the widening of the Chicago River at 
this point is called, and a slip about twenty- 
five feet broad had been some time ago dug 
from the lake to within fifteen feet of the 
canal. Beyond this barrier of fifteen feet 
is a widening of the canal, technically a 
“boom,” and to the west of the boom 
are a couple of sluice gates, put in to con- 
trol the water in the canal. With this fit- 
teen feet of earth taken away the water of 
the river could flow into the boom, and, 
with the sluice gates open, into the canal 
until it was filled up. It was to remove this 
fifteen feet that the dredge had been ordered 
to the scene.. Hour after hour the men on 
the dredge waited for orders, in the mean- 
time keeping up a good head of steam. 

Their contract was to cut out the interpos- 
ing fifteen feet before morning, and to that 
dredge it looked like an easy task. - 


Dp to the Sluice Gates. 

Finally, a little after 9-o’clock, Chief Engi- 
sneer Randolph drove up to the scene.

The speaking eyes and mobile face 
of Mr. Sothern made Captain Hgalité as 
much a human being as did the words which 
came from his lips. Perhaps, if it had not 
been for the eyes, the actor would have 
seemed less himself. His Captain Egalité 
was much different from his D’Artagnan. 
Where the Gascon biustered, the French 
Captain took a pinch of snuff. He was 
quite the Gillette kind of a hero, at least 
so far as the surface went. Underneath he 
was Sothern, and when he found it neces- 
sary to argue, command, or make love he 
spoke with the fervor which every Sothern 
character has had, putting the heart where 
he put the emphasis. The incisiveness of 
utterance was there as ever, but each sen- 

tence was set aside by itself to create the 
appearance of repose. Considering what he 
had to do, Captain Egalité was a subdued 
personage. Virginia Harned, who discard- 
ed a cowardly lover in order to be won by 
the Captain, sent into exile at the same 
time a mincing accent which has been grow- 
ing upon her of late.

neers throughout the world. A majority of 
the great machines used in construction and 
tion were invented as a result of the 
demands made on the contractors by the 
conditfons of the work, and engineers predict 
that these inventions, will soon result in 
wonderful progress in-the work of connect- 
ing oceans, lakes, and , to the benefit 
of commerce and the advancement of civili- 
zation.. Chief Engineer Randolph has made 
a study of these devices and recently de- 
clared that a remarkable exercise of human 
ingenuity has been called into play by the 
work and with a success that is almost 
astounding. 

The excavators that first broke the soil 
were the veteran plows, slushers, and wheel- 
scrapers, which form the mainstay of the 
railroad contractor on earth work. The most 
notable evolution from these old appliances 
was a new form of grading machine, the 
essential points of which are a great break- 
ing plow attached to a wheel running gear, 
with a revolving apron, driven by gearing 
which is propelled by the wheels of the 
running gear and is so located that the soil, 
which is thrown from the plowshare falls on 
it;and is carried up at an angle of about 
forty degrees and diséharged into wagons 
which are driven alongside. As fast as one 
wagon is loaded it drops out of line and an 
“empty takes its place. This machine is 
efficient in soils which are easily plowed. It 
is propelled by from twelve to sixteen horses, 
requiring two drivers and one man to operate 
the machine. Under favorable conditions 
one of these machines will put out 100 cubic 
yards of earth an hour. 


STEAM SHOVELS. 

Steam shovels form another class of dry 
excavators, and of these fifty were used on 
the work. One of the shovels employed is 
practically a dredge mounted on wheels: It 
has four sets of true one at each corner of 
the frame, is twentysthree feet wide and 
fifty feet long; the bom is fifty feet long 
and operates a dipper that holds two and one- 
half cubictyards.

GOLD OUTPUT IS INCREASING. 
Preliminary Statement by Mint Officials 


Shows Klondike Yields More 
California, 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 1.—Frank 
Leach, superintendent, and Charles G. Yale? 
statistician, of the United States Mint, have 
prepared a preliminary statement, based on 
receipts at the mint and other bullion de- 
positories on this coast, which shows Cali- 
fornia produced in 1899 gold to the amount 
of silver to $686,000. The 
increase over last year is $561,406 in gold 
and $220,606 in silver. . 

An estimate by the same officials of the 
output of Alaskan mines during 1899 shows 
that the Territory has doubled its gold 
product over the previous year. The record 
for 1899 is: Gold, $4,917,821, and silver, 
$82,680, as compared with an output of gold

This shows an increase for the year of 
$2,400,700 in gold and $33,728 in silver, or a 
total of $2,434,428. It should be stated 
that the returns of the United States Assay 
office at Seattle are included in this state- 
ment, as well as those of the United States 
Mint and private depositories. 

The Klondike output for the year is: Gold, 
$16,110,129; silver, $114,617. In the yeer 
1898 the gold yield was $11,038,478 and ver 
$80,498, so an increase of Klondike gold is 
shown of $5,071,651 and silver of $34,119, 
the total increase being $5,105,770. The 
Klondike annual yield thus for the first time 
eclipsed that of California by about a mil- 
lion dollars. |
